Rail expectations 

LRT expansion process should start now to be ready by 2017: Report

If the city is to have expan¬ 
sive LRT lines built by 
2017, they need to start 
the process now. 

That’s the message gen¬ 
eral manager of trans¬ 
portation Bob Boutilier 
was sending yesterday as 
his department made its 
report on fast-tracking the 
LRT expansion public. 

The transportation com¬ 
mittee prepared a report, 
which provides strategies 
and identifies the chal¬ 


lenges associated with fast- 
tracking LRT construction 
for the NAIT, southeast and 
west lines by 2016. 

The goal is to have the 
30 kilometres of lines fin¬ 
ished for the potential Ex¬ 
po in 2017, and the report 
highlights the role that 
other levels of government 
can play in achieving that 
goal. 

“We can meet the 2017 
Expo date, it’s doable. The 
big issue is how are we go¬ 
ing to do it?” Boutilier said. 
“This would be the largest 
single capital expenditure 
the city has ever done, in 


terms of a single project. 
Put it in order of magni¬ 
tude, that’s basically the 
entire capital budget for 
several years consumed by 
this.” 

The scenarios presented 
in the report are based on 
city money being used for 
one-third of the project 
over a period of 26 years — 
six years of project devel¬ 
opment and construction 
and 20 years of debt repay¬ 
ment. 

The entire project will 
cost about $5.8 billion over 
the 26 years with the city’s 
portion being just less than 


$2 billion. Boutilier said a 
tax levy or a redistribution 
of current grant money 
could cover the city’s cost. 

“Anything between one 
and two per cent tax levy 
would probably cover a lot 
or most of the city’s contri¬ 
bution,” he said. “That’s a 
decision that council will 
have to make because 
there are other things we 
have to do in the city.” 

Boutilier said LRT fares 
would not be raised to help 
offset the city’s cost. 

The report will be dis¬ 
cussed in committee meet¬ 
ings Tuesday. 


Judge denies 
Syncrude bid 
to toss charges 

st. albert Oilsands giant 
Syncrude failed Thursday 
to get a judge to toss the 
case against the oilsands 
giant over the deaths of 
1,600 migrating ducks in 
one of its chemical tarpits. 

Provincial court judge 
Ken Tjosvold rejected Syn¬ 
crude’s argument as legal 
hair-splitting. The compa¬ 
ny’s lawyer, Robert White, 
had argued that the word¬ 
ing of the main 
environmental charge 
against Syncrude 
describes chemicals 
illegally spilling out and 
coming into contact with 
birds. 

But in this case, White 
said, it was the reverse — 
the birds sought out and 
came into contact with a 
legally operated tailings 
pond. 

Tjosvold said the bottom 
line was the birds were in 
a harmful situation no 
matter how it came about. 

“I do not accept the ex¬ 
planation that the animal 
contaminated itself,” said 
Tjosvold. 

Syncrude faces one 
charge under provincial 
law and another under 
federal legislation for fail¬ 
ing to stop the ducks from 
landing on its Aurora tail¬ 
ings pond in northern Al¬ 
berta on April 28, 2008. 

The birds died because 
they could not escape the 
thick black goo and were 
eaten alive by ravens or 
sank like cannonballs to 
the bottom of the toxic 
millpond. 

Images entered into evi¬ 
dence at the trial have 
flashed around the world 
via the Internet. The case 
has provided fresh fodder 
for critics who say the bil¬ 
lions of dollars in revenue 
from the oilsands can’t 
justify the pollution and 
harm to environment and 
wildlife.

More than 500 people 
who were living in Edmon¬ 
ton’s streets are now living 
in homes of their own, say 
organizers behind a 10- 
year-long plan to end 
homelessness. 

Anne Smith, chair of Ed¬ 
monton’s Homeless com¬ 
mission, says the move 
found close to 450 perma¬ 
nent homes for some of 
the thousands of homeless 
people living in the city af¬ 
ter the first year of the 
plan. 


And that’s well over the 
plan’s original goal of se¬ 
curing 150 homes by 2010, 
says Smith. 

“There was an incredible 
state of readiness within 
the community to take on 
this challenge,” said Smith 
during an interview with 
Metro. 

“While we were develop¬ 
ing the plan, people were 
starting to get ready to im¬ 
plement the plan. We did¬ 
n’t just wait for a year to 
launch. We were actually 
putting the infrastructure 
in place.” 

Smith says the city’s pri¬ 
vate sector stepped up to 


make housing available, 
along with funding from 
Alberta’s government. 

Mayor Stephen Mandel 
says the plan’s original 
goal to get over 100 people 
living in Edmonton streets 
into homes was “a little 
progressive,” but admits 
he was pleasantly sur¬ 
prised when he heard 
about the results of the 
plan after its first year. 


“It’s good news for the 
city of Edmonton and it’s 
great news for those peo¬ 
ple who have been impact¬ 
ed by homelessness,” said 
Mandel. 

“Now they can see there 
is a light at the end of the 
tunnel ... There’s tears in 
my eyes.” 

Edmonton also has its 
first furniture bank after 
the first year of the plan, 


where those who are living 
in placed homes can access 
free sofas, beds and other 
pieces of furniture. 

“People need that,” said 
Charles Guide, who was 
helped by the program last 
year after living in Edmon¬ 
ton’s streets for 20 years. 

“They need to put stuff 
into their houses. They 
need to put something in 
their lives to make their 
lives more important.” 

But Smith says there’s 
still a lot of work to be 
done, and the plan still 
needs “adequate funding” 
from Alberta’s govern¬ 
ment.

tax The government’s 
advice to stock up on

Consumers can avoid 
some of the taxes if 
they make the purchas¬ 
es in the next few days. 
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It turns out that 11 out 
of almost two dozen mem¬ 
bers in her extended fami¬ 
ly living in and around 
Montreal carry the mutat¬ 
ed gene, which is located 
on chromosome 18.

Crown withdraws murder charges on Phillion

court A man who spent 
nearly 32 years behind 
bars for a murder he says 
he did not commit wept in 
court Thursday as the 
Crown officially withdrew 
the charges against him 
and the judge issued an 
apology. 

Romeo Phillion was con¬ 
victed of second-degree 
murder based on a confes¬ 
sion he gave police decades 
ago in connection with the 
death of firefighter 
Leopold Roy. 

After years of proclaim¬ 
ing his innocence, the 
Crown officially withdrew 
the charges on Phillion’s 
71st birthday. 

“It’s a special day for me 
— my birthday. It’s the 
best birthday I ever got,” 
Phillion told CTV Ottawa 
on Thursday. “I had an 
apology from the judge, 
which I waited 38 years 
for. And my life will be pos¬ 
itive from now on.” 

But the legal battle is not 
over for Phillion. He will 


continue to fight for a new 
trial to officially clear his 
name. 

“I got many more years 
to go. I’m not going to die 
tomorrow. I’m going to 
stick around. My lawyers 
will take care of the rest,” 
he said. 

Phillion’s murder convic¬ 
tion was struck down by 
Ontario’s top court in 
March 2009. The judge re¬ 
siding over the case ruled 
the prosecution withheld a 
key piece of evidence in 
Phillion’s 1972 murder tri¬ 
al. Appeal Court Justice 
Mike Moldaver found the 
Crown never told the de¬ 
fence that at one point in¬ 
vestigators concluded 
Phillion was 200 kilome¬ 
tres away from the crime 
scene at a gas station in 


Trenton, Ont., at the time 
of the murder. 

However, later in the in¬ 
vestigation, police claimed 
they had debunked 
Phillion’s alibi. 

Phillion only discovered 
the information when a 
parole officer passed him 
the details in a brown en¬ 
velope 25 years after he 
was convicted. 

Moldaver ruled that if 
the jury at the 1972 mur¬ 
der trial had been given 
the information, the out¬ 
come of the trial may have 
been different. 

Although the appeal 
court tossed out Phillion’s 
conviction last year, the 
judge made it clear the rul¬ 
ing was not a declaration 
of innocence. 
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Ottawa offers $550M loan to Michigan for bridge 


border The federal govern¬ 
ment is offering to lend 
Michigan more than half a 
billion dollars to speed up 
construction of a second 
bridge in the busiest trade 
corridor between Canada 
and the United States.

well aware of the traffic 
problems created by the ex¬ 
tension of the LRT. The con¬ 


sequences of the discon¬ 
nect between how things 
were supposed to work and 
how they were actually 
working have been well- 
documented in reports 
from our city’s media out¬ 
lets. 

More interesting for me 
than the traffic tie-ups was 
how the city responded to 
the outrage of people who 
had to wait upwards of 20 
minutes to continue along 
51 Avenue. I listened to two 
spolcespeople for Edmon¬ 
ton Transit talk on the ra¬ 
dio at different times. It was 


like listening to two people 
from entirely different 
planets. 

The first speaker sound¬ 
ed like he had been defibril- 
lated just before doing the 
interview and was in need 
of another shock from the 
paddles to keep him going. 
He sounded bored with the 
questions from the inter¬ 
viewer and showed no en¬ 
thusiasm for explaining 
what was going on. He also 
never really acknowledged 
that people had the right to 
be upset. Instead, he con¬ 
centrated on the technolo¬ 


gy and how it was supposed 
to work. I think I am a pret¬ 
ty bright guy, but the mes¬ 
sage he had about “cycles” 
went right on by me. 

Contrast that to the inter¬ 
view with Bob Boutillier, 
the city’s transportation 
manager. Throughout the 
interview, he acknowl¬ 
edged that motorists had 
the right to be upset and 
what the transit depart¬ 
ment had done to date just 
wasn’t good enough. He 
sounded sincere, concerned 
and committed to fixing 
the problem as quickly as 


possible. His primary focus 
was not on the failure of 
the technology, but how 
the failure of the technolo¬ 
gy was affecting people in 
an adverse way. 

If I were still doing media 
training, I would be tempt¬ 
ed to use these two radio in¬ 
terviews as examples of 
good and bad ways of doing 
an interview. 

In Edmonton, it seems 
like anyone and everyone 
can speak for the city. That 
is somewhat strange and 
the advisability of that is 
open to debate. However, if 


our city mavens are going 
to let that happen, they 
might be well-advised to 
ensure that anyone who 
speaks has had some media 
training. 

Media training isn’t 
about spin and booga 
booga. It’s about being able 
to answer questions and 
place messages in such a 
way that people can under¬ 
stand an issue and what 
your position is.

Name change can influence your career

Attention brides: Trading 
the Miss for Mrs. may be ro¬ 
mantic, but think twice be¬ 
fore taking your husband’s 
name. It will harm your ca¬ 
reer, warn researchers. 

According to a study pub¬ 
lished in the current issue 
of Basic and Applied Social 
Psychology, women using 
their husbands’ last names 
are judged as more depend¬ 
ent and less ambitious than 


women who keep their 
maiden name — but are al¬ 
so seen as more land and 
caring. 

More alarmingly, mem¬ 
bers of the Mrs. League 
earn approximately $1,500 
less per month. 

“But it’s very difficult to 
explain the income gap,” 
said researcher Dr. Marret 
Noordewier. “It can also be 
that women who take their 
husbands’ names earn less 
money because they’re dif¬ 
ferent anyway.” 

What about Angela Kras- 


ner? Though divorced and 
remarried, the German 
chancellor uses her first 
husband’s name, Merkel. 
And after a brief post-wed- 
ding attempt at remaining 
Hillaiy Rodham, Hillary is 
now loiown as Mrs. Clin¬ 
ton. 

Women with less stature 
using their husbands’ last 
names don’t fare as well. 
According to psychologists 
at the Tilburg Institute for 
Behavioral Economics Re¬ 
search in the Netherlands, 
women who take their hus¬ 


bands’ names, or use hy¬ 
phenated names, are seen 
as less intelligent and less 
competent than women 
who keep their maiden 
name. 

Armed with these find¬ 
ings, Noordewier’s team 
surveyed Dutch university 
students’ attitudes to name 
change and received a sur¬ 
prise: 81 per cent of male 
students wanted their fu¬ 
ture wives to change their 
names — and 83 per cent of 
female students planned to 
do so.

Thanks to the 
Eyjafjallajokull volcano in 
Iceland, which grounded 
flights around Europe, 
Robert Downey Jr. finds 
himself in California to pro¬ 
mote Iron Man 2 instead of 
London, where the movie’s 
junket was supposed to 
take place. 

But the actor refuses to 
feel too inconvenienced. 

“I love the idea of 
someone taking the 
volcano personal¬ 
ly,” he tells 
Metro. “I know 
that would be a 
veiy Hollywood 
actor ego thing 
to do. But I 
didn’t. I’m too 
psychologically well, 

I’m afraid.” 

Psychologically well is a 
state the star has been en¬ 
joying lately, as his career 
resurgence that took off 
with the first Iron Man con¬ 
tinues unabated. 

His time on the outs with 
Hollywood, after a lengthy 
and well-publicized battle 
with addiction and multiple 
arrests, appears to be be¬ 
hind him, and as successful 


as he’s been, Downey tries 
to keep things in perspec¬ 
tive. 

“I’m dressed up for a press 
junket about a superhero. 
It’s a cosmic joke,” he says. 
“I think it’s hinny. It’s veiy 
lucrative — as funny as lu¬ 
crative things get.” 

Still, as funny as Downey 
may find it, he takes his 
work seriously, turning in 
standout performances in 
eveiything he’s head¬ 
lined since his 
resurgence. 

“I really know 
what I’m doing. 
I think I’ve 
demonstrated 
that,” he says. 
And with two 
major franchises 
■ Iron Man and 

Sherlock Holmes — under 
his care, Downey insists that 
size matters. 

“I can get excited about 
anything — this micro¬ 
phone, for example. If it’s 
novel and feels good and be¬ 
comes creatively sticky, I 
power through it,” he says. 
“I just really need a big box 
to play in, or I’m not happy.”

There’s one thing you have 
to say about what is 
perhaps this country’s very 
first theatrically-released 
contemporary comic west¬ 
ern - it doesn’t take itself 
seriously. 

On the other hand, Gun¬ 
less isn’t entirely hilarious 
either which leaves the 
film a bit in the lurch. In¬ 
stead, this Paul Gross-vehi¬ 
cle is one movie that sput¬ 
ters and stalls. 

I reckon there’s too 
much dust in the carbure¬ 
tor. 

Gross (Passchendaele) 
plays the wanted Montana 
Kid — an American outlaw 
who suddenly shows up 
disoriented in the fictional 
Canuck town of Barclay’s 
Brush where he immedi¬ 
ately challenges a black¬ 
smith to a gunfight. 

The only problem: There 


are no working pistols in 
Barclay’s Brush. While The 
Kid bides his time waiting 
for the necessaiy repairs 
to an old sidearm, he soon 
warms up to the peace-lov¬ 
ing locals — most notably 
Jane (Sienna Guillory of 
Inlcheart), a tough-tallcing 
settler who rejects his gun- 
toting ways. 

While writer/director 
William Phillips certainly 
accomplishes the task of 
touching upon the neces¬ 
saiy iconography of the 
Wild West and delivering 
an authentic-looking 
duster (it helped that the 
film was shot in Canada’s 
most arid region — Osoy- 
00s, B.C.), the film suffers 


from a conventionalized, 
modest story and an eye¬ 
rolling intentness on paint¬ 
ing a Canadian portrait 
which, in this type of 
maple syrup-infused adven¬ 
ture, comes off slightly 
holcey. 

A genre that’s been 
around as long as film it¬ 
self, nobody should expect 
a western to be avant 
garde. But it does need to 
excite moviegoers and in 
this case, the unique comic 
spin of an American gun¬ 
slinger lost in Canada is al¬ 
most as flat as the rolling 
prairies.

Polanski lawyers appeal 
for secret testimony 


court Roman Polanski’s 
lawyers asked a judge 
Thursday to unseal secret 
testimony by the original 
prosecutor in the direc- 
to”s 33-year-old sex case 
to help Swiss authorities 
decide his extradition 
case. 

In a strongly worded mo¬ 
tion stressing the urgency 
of their request, attorneys 
Chad Hummel and Bart 
Dalton said they need to 
submit the testimony of re¬ 
tired Deputy District Attor¬ 
ney Roger Gunson to Swiss 
authorities who are pon¬ 
dering whether to extra¬ 
dite Polanski to the U.S. af¬ 
ter decades as a fugitive. 

The motion said the 
transcripts will prove the 
extradition request is 
based on false and incom¬ 
plete statements by the Los 
Angeles district attorney’s 
office. 

“These transcripts are 
urgently needed,” the mo¬ 
tion said, seeking a May 10 
hearing before Superior 
Court Judge Peter Es¬ 
pinoza. 

Gunson testified this 
year in what is known as a 
conditional examination. 
Such proceedings pre¬ 
serve the testimony of a 
witness who might not be 
available for future hear¬ 
ings. 

Espinoza kept the tran¬ 
scripts sealed based on his 
interpretation of the law 
governing such examina¬ 
tions. The defence said the

interpretation is wrong. 

Prosecutors and defence 
attorneys were present at 
the closed sessions in Feb¬ 
ruary and March, and the 
defence paraphrased por¬ 
tions of Guns on’s testimo¬ 
ny from its own notes in a 
petition to the state appel¬ 
late court. 

Defence lawyers want to 
provide his exact words to 
the Swiss authorities. 

They noted the district 
attorney's office previously 
asked that all hearings and 
conferences in the case be 
public “so as to appropri¬ 
ately respect the public’s 
right to know.” They ar¬ 
gued that the same right to 
transparency should apply 
now. 

District attorney’s 
spokeswoman Sandi Gib¬ 
bons said prosecutors 
would reserve any com¬ 
ment on the motion for its 
legal filings.

Dubai rock scene 
dry as the desert

The studio is perhaps the 
most important 
instrument the Besnard 
Lakes own. 

More than a means to 
polish near-finished songs, 
the Montreal-based, 

shoegaze-loving rockers 
used the tools at Break- 
glass Studios to carefully 
build their new album Are 
the Roaring Night. They 
began by envisioning a 
blank slab of vinyl — a 45- 
minute canvas — and 
aimed to fill it the same 
way as ’70s concept 
records that were meant to 
be listened to as a whole. 

Rather than rehearsing 
beforehand, they put to¬ 
gether songs at the Stu¬ 
dios, which are owned by 
founding members and 
married couple Olga Gore- 
as (who sings and plays 
bass) and singer-guitarist 
Jace Lasek. Short parts 
were assembled into songs 
that oscillate between 
slow builds and rocking 
crescendos; headphone 
tracks that play with pac¬ 
ing and layers of sound. 
Vocals, which are added 
last, were carefully 
processed — a technique 
Lasek said is used by many 
other groups, including 
the Beatles. 

“(The vocals on) Alba¬ 
tross are (time) stretched. 
They are a little out of Ol¬ 
ga’s range, and so we time- 
shifted them a bit so she 
could sing comfortably ... 


Beatles records do that a 
lot — they used a lot of 
time-stretching,” said 
Lasek. “With my vocals, 
the sound is more a thick¬ 
ness that comes from lay¬ 
ering vocal tracks in 
triples ... Putting on the 
reverb and delay effects 
while singing helps give it 
that phased vocal sound.” 

Lasek, who has pro¬ 
duced works by Wolf Pa¬ 
rade and the Dears, views 
the studio as an instru¬ 
ment. Keen to share his 
favourite sounds, Lasek 
pointed to the raw, 
noodling guitar work of J. 
Mascis on early Dinosaur 
Jr. albums Your Living All

• Besnard Lakes play the 
Pawn Shop on Saturday night. 


Over Me and Bug as a 
favourite. While the 
Besnard Lakes may lack 
that band’s raw power, 
their heavily processed 
guitars recall the twangy, 
distorted sounds Mascis 
made famous. 

The band’s focus on stu¬ 
dio effects is also partly 
homage to one of the 
band’s favourite musical 
eras: the shoegaze of the 
1990s. While Lasek said 


they also mash in ele¬ 
ments of music from the 
’50s to the present, the 
tweaked guitars and shim¬ 
mering waves of sound 
conjured by My Bloody 
Valentine and Slowdive 
echo in songs like Alba¬ 
tross and Glass Printer. 

“All of us are big fans of 
that era. We’re always lis¬ 
tening to bands from the 
’90s — Swervedriver, Slow¬ 
dive, My Bloody Valentine 
— so that sound comes 
naturally for us,” said 
Lasek. “When you see us 
live, you’ll see we have the 
quintessential shoegaze 
guitars: a Jaguar and a 
Jazzmaster.” 



S canning the skyline 
of Dubai is like 
watching bamboo 
grow. Nothing 

seems to be happening, 
but look away for a mo¬ 
ment and it appears that 
all those skyscrapers un¬ 
der construction have 
grown by four floors. 

As one of the most liber¬ 
al areas in the Middle East, 
I’d expected to find a thriv¬ 
ing rock scene. Iran, Iraq 
and Pakistan are quietly 
exporting metal bands. 
I’ve come to the desert of 
the UAE to drink from the 
waters of Western-style 
Arabic rock. I was misin¬ 
formed. 

The UAE is firmly in the 
thrall of pop. English-lan¬ 
guage radio features either 
Justin Bieber all the time 
or endless re-runs of ’80s 
hits like Out of Touch by 
Hall and Oates. 

Even buying music is 
difficult — not because of 
censorship issues, but be¬ 
cause there’s nowhere to 
buy it. The Dubai Mall — 
so big that you locate 
stores by latitude and lon¬ 
gitude — has just one little 
music store. 


The Mall of the Emirates 
may have a Virgin Megas¬ 
tore (the only music retail¬ 
er out of 466-plus shops), 
but its floor space is devot¬ 
ed to DVDs, video games, 
computers, Rock 

Band/Guitar Hero displays, 
musical instruments and 
T-shirts. The few racks of 
CDs are way at the back of 
the store. It took me 10 
minutes to find them. 

“Can you show me any 
local or regional rock?” I 
asked the person heading 
up the section. 

“Here,” he said, handing 
me a Serj Tanlcian CD, 
“Arabic rock.” 

“Um, no,” I responded. 
“This guy is Armenian, 
lives in California and was 
part of an American band 
called System of a Down.” 

“No,” said the clerk. 
“Arabic.” 

And so it went with him 
seemingly picking CDs at 
random and me gently ex¬ 
plaining how he was 
wrong. In the end, he 
stumbled upon a genuine 
local thrash-metal band 
called Nervecell. We also 
found a compilation CD 
featuring a Pakistani 
group called The Kominas 
who sing a song called 
Sharia Law in the USA! 

I tried one more time at 
duty-free at the airport. 
The clerk smiled and hand¬ 
ed me a Justin Bieber CD.

John was in Indianapolis 
on Wednesday to headline 
a benefit celebrating the 
life and legacy of Ryan 
White. The 18-year-old 
died on April 8, 1990, 
about five years after con¬ 
tracting HIV, the virus that 
causes AIDS, through a 
tainted blood transfusion 
to treat his hemophilia. 

The singer befriended 


the boy during his public 
battle for acceptance after 
he was banned from a cen¬ 
tral Indiana school at age 
13, bringing national at¬ 
tention to HIV/AIDS educa¬ 
tion and the plight of chil¬ 
dren with HIV in the 
1980s. John was at Riley 
Children’s Hospital when 
White died and was a pall¬ 
bearer and performed at 
the funeral. 

“It was one of the great¬ 
est things in my life to 
meet Ryan’s family, to be 
there the last week to try 
and help, and then for that 
wonderful message that he 


gave me to change my life 
around,” John told The As¬ 
sociated Press. “It was 
weird to take stock and 
think of it — I’m 20 years 


sober this year, and it’s 20 
years since Ryan died, be¬ 
cause I got sober shortly af¬ 
terward.”

1. Preheat broiler to high 
and set oven rack to top 
position.
